1-  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Treasur- 
er, Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  one  or  more  not  exceeding 
three  Highway  Agents,  two  Auditors,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years, 
one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and  such 
other  Officers  and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
Salaries  and  Expenses  of  same. 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,500.00 
for  County  Tax. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200.00 
for  State  Tax. 
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4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  Highways  and  Bridges 
in  said  Town. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  State  Aid  Construction. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  snow  removal. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  a  discount  on  taxes  paid  in  full  before  July  15. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take 
in  regard  to  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  as  a  donation  to  the  Moulton- 
boro  Church. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  Public  Library. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  appropriating  money  for  Laconia  and  Huggins  Hos- 
pitals. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $208.00  to  advertise  resources  and 
natural  advantages  of  the  Town. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that 
part  of  the  Ferry  Road  which  borders  the  land  of  Sue- 
Louise  Callander  and  accept  a  road  built  by  said  Cal- 
lander across  her  field. 


18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  which  was  laid  out  on  petition  of  Daniel  Grant, 
Benjamin  Lamprey,  John  Brown,  David  Dow,  record- 
ed in  Moultonboro  Town  Records,  page  273,  recorded 
July  3,  1868  and  accepted  at  the  town  meeting,  begin- 
ning at  a  stake  and  stones  in  the  highway  near  the 
north  or  lower  end  of  Timothy  Dame's  wall  or  road 
fence  and  Wash  Place  so  called ;  thence  south  fifty-two 
(52)  degrees  east  five  rods  through  Dame's  land  to  a 
stake;  thence  south  sixtyfive  (65)  degrees  east  six  rods 
through  land  of  said  Dame  to  a  stake;  thence  south 
forty-five  (45)  degrees  east  seven  rods  through  land 
of  the  same  to  a  stake;  thence  south  fifty-nine  (59) 
degrees  east  nine  rods  through  land  of  the  same  to  a 
stake;  thence,  south  fifty-five  (55)  degrees  east  four 
rods  through  land  of  the  same  to  a  stake ;  thence  south 
fifty-seven  (57)  degrees  east  four  rods  through  land 
of  the  same  to  a  stake;  thence,  south  fifty-two  (52) 
degrees  east  five  rods  to  a  stake  in  the  fence  dividing 
the  land  of  the  said  Timothy  Dame  and  Mary  Grant; 
All  of  said  road  being  over  the  land  of  the  same  Dame, 
one  rod  wide  with  gates  and  bars. 
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19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  celebration  of  the  anniversary 
of  the  ratification  of  the  federal  constitution  by  the 
state,  June  21,  1938,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under 
direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

20.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  real  estate  taken  over  by  the  Town  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Moultonboro: 

As  my  term  of  office  as  your  superintendent  did  not 
begin  until  September,  1937,  this  report  is  based  upon 
the  observation  of  a  few  short  months  only.  It  did  not 
take  long,  however,  to  perceive  that  the  schools  were 
in  the  hands  of  capable  teachers,  and  that  whatever  is 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  future  improvement  will 
simply  be  building  upon  the  good  foundation  already 
laid  by  preceding  superintendents,  with  the  help  of  the 
school  board  and  people  of  Moultonboro. 

The  topics  discussed  in  this  report  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Statistics  of  our  schools. 

(b)  Changes  in  supervisory  unions. 

(c)  Current  problems  and  education. 

(d)  Teaching  the  fundamentals.

By  comparing  the  statistics  from  each  school  with 
the  State  average,  a  clear  idea  of  Moultonboro's  last 
year's  record  may  be  obtained.  The  outstanding  item 
in  the  record  comes  from  the  Ambrose  school,  which 
reports  an  entire  year  without  a  single  tardiness — a 
very  unusual  record,  and  even  more  commendable  be- 
cause it  is  the  largest  school  in  the  district. 

Our  present  enrollment  at  the  village  two-room 
school  is  too  small  to  require  the  services  of  two  teach- 
ers. Unless  the  number  of  pupils  increases  next  year, 
the  school  board  would  be  justified  either  in  eliminat- 
ing one  room  or  transferring  pupils  from  one  of  the 
outlying  schools. 
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Changes  in  Supervisory  Unions: 

Because  of  a  reduction  in  the  appropriations  for 
salaries  of  school  superintendents  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  last  session,  the  State  Board  of  Education 
has  again  been  required  to  regroup  some  of  the  dis- 
tricts of  the  state  into  larger  unions.  This  union  now 
consists  of  the  following  six  districts  with  the  number 
of  teachers  and  pupils  in  each  as  indicated.  (Part  time 
teachers  and  music  supervisors  are  not  counted.)

Current  Problems  and  Education 

In  these  days  of  rapid  change  in  the  scientific  and 
economical  world,  it  is  very  easy  for  any  of  us  to  find 
ourselves  out  of  date  in  our  educational  program.  In 
order  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  march  of  events,  each 
school  has  several  copies  of  inexpensive  weekly  news- 
papers, written  in  language  readable  by  the  various 
grades. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  combining  their 
study  of  geography  and  history  into  a  unified  course 
in  social  science,  which  should  give  a  better  insight 
into  the  development  of  our  country's  civilization  and 
the  significance  of  modern  movements  than  was  possi- 
ble by  studying  the  two  subjects  separately. 
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Teaching  the  Fundamentals: 

In  our  effort  to  do  our  school  work  in  the  most  mod- 
ern and  effective  way,  we  try  never  to  lose  sight  of 
those  old-fashioned  necessities,  reading,  writing,  arith- 
metic and  spelling.  Standardized  tests  are  given  once 
or  twice  a  year  to  determine  what  points  need  to  be 
emphasized  in  our  teaching,  and  also  to  discover  how 
our  schools  compare  with  those  elsewhere. 

Music  Education 

Miss  Virginia  Hough  is  continuing  with  good  success 
the  work  in  music  supervision  begun  a  year  or  more 
ago.  Her  weekly  visits  provides  definite  guidance  for 
the  regular  teachers,  and  makes  it  possible  for  our 
graduates  to  carry  with  them  a  good  background  for 
future  appreciation  or  study  of  music  as  they  go  on 
through  high  school. 

Transportation  of  High  School  Pupils 

An  article  in  the  school  warrant  will  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  voters  this  year  the  matter  of  trans- 
portation of  high  school  pupils.  Such  a  movement  is 
in  line  with  the  present  tendency  to  provide  equal 
educational  opportunity  for  all  who  can  benefit  by  it. 
Over  forty  New  Hampshire  school  districts  now  pay 
part  or  all  of  the  cost  of  transporting  their  pupils  to 
high  school.  Center  Harbor  is  one  of  these,  having  vot- 
ed last  year  to  contribute  not  over  $1.50  per  week  per 
pupil  for  this  purpose. 

Conclusion 

The  willing  cooperation  of  various  people  and  or- 
ganizations with  the  efforts  of  teachers  and  school  offi- 
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cials  is  much  appreciated.  The  loyal  and  effective  ef- 
forts of  the  teachers,  as  well  as  the  hearty  support  of 
the  school  board,  are  very  gratifying.  Let  us  continue 
to  work  together  for  the  good  of  the  children.
